“ibe ood a was the birthplace of 
Father Joe Pfeifer and the date 
was September 24, 1893. Later his 
parents resided in Paris, France, but 
afterward they returned to America 
and Detroit where our alumnus en- 
rolled in the grades at St. Anthony's, 
In 1908 he crossed the river to Sand- 
wich to begin high school. Father 
Pfeffer graduated from Assumption 
in Rhetoric, 1913. 

In addition to maintaining honors 
in his studies, Joe Pfeffer found time 
to serve as assistant sacristan in the 
chapel and to engage in his favorite 
sports of baseball and handball. 
Some of his companions on the 
campus and in the studyhall were 
(Father) Tom Currier, (Dr.} Louis 
Morand, Del Broughton and Jack 
McGinn. Members of the staff in- 
cluded the late Fathers Frank 
Forster, Vincent Murphy and Arthur 
J. Morley and (now Chief Justice) 
Charles P. McTague 

In September, 1913, Father Pfeifer 
headed for St. Paul, Minnesota and 
St. Paul’s Seminary as a candidate 
for the diocese of Detroit. June 15 
this year will mark the twenty-fifth 
anniversary of his ordination to the 
Priesthood. 

His first appointment was as 
assistant pastor at Annunciation 
Church, Detroit. In 1924 he was ap- 
pointed pastor of St. Mary’s Church, 
Manchaster, Michigan, and _ its 
missions and he labored in the Irish 
Hills for the next 14 years. In 1932 
he began near the church the erec- 


tion of an outdoor Way of the Cross - 


which was described in a recent 
issue of Motor News as “one of 
America’s highlights.” His assistant 
at the time was Father John P. Ep- 


penbroch, ’21, now pastor of St. 


Joseph’s, Ida, Michigan. 
In 1938, Father Pfeffer became 
pastor of St. Vincent de Paul, Pon- 
tiac. In June, 1942, he was appointed 
pastor of St. Elizabeth’s Church, 
Detroit. 

As our reverend alumnus com- 
pletes a quarter century in the 
Priesthood, may we be permitted to 


extend in advance congratulations 


and the sincere wish that he be 
granted many more years in the 


vineyard of the Lord.

Tells Experiences

aries in India and China, was guest 
speaker at a special meeting of the 
Assumption Alumni Club in the 
Norton-Palmer Hotel on January 31. 
Father Beal was on his way from 
his home in LaSalette, Ont., to Hou- 
ston, Texas, to recover his health 
which was ruined by two years in 
a Japanese internment camp. 

Father Beal, a member of the 
Canadian Mission Society at Scar- 
boro, Ont., and Rev. John Coffey, 
of the Maryknoll Fathers, Detroit, 
told some of their experiences on 
the exchange ship Gripsholm. 

Neither missionary told of any. 
eye-witness atrocities and each kept 
in mind while talking that there are 
still many missionaries in Japanese 
hands. No one in the crowded ban- 
quet hall, however, had to do much 
guessing to know what the two 
priests had been through. Father 
Beal’s broken health was testimony 
enough. 

Father Coffey spoke chiefly of 
Father Armand J. “Benny” Jacques, 
popular alumnus of Assumption and 
fellow Maryknoller who is still held 
by the Japanese. Father Jacques is 
in good health and fine spirits, he 
reported, and up to most of his old 
tricks and a few that are new. 
Among the latter are his attempts to 
learn the Japanese language and to .

Lieutenant Herter is an air hero 
of over 50 fighter missions over 
enemy-occupied Europe. The day 
after his mother, Mrs. Grenon of 
Windsor, received the medals mailed 
to her by her son, he was credited 
with having downed an enemy plane 
during a giant raid over Europe. 

Glenn is believed to be the first 
Assumption alumnus in combat to 
win such a notable decoration and 
his Alma Mater is proud and happy 
to extend her congratulations.

Technical Sergeant James J. Jen- 
kins of the U.S. Army Air Forces 
was posthumously awarded the Air 
Medal for meritorious achievement 
while participating in anti-submarine 
patrol flights totaling over 200 hours 
between October 1, 1942, and May 
1, 1943.

Alumnus Tells About His 
Mission Work 


ATHER NICHOLAS J. POL- 
LARD, S.J., ’21-'23, writes from 

our Lady of Sorrows Mission 
Arrah, E.I.R., India, to Father Stan- 
ley Murphy, C,.5.B. : 

“T have been receiving the Alumni 
Chatter regularly, and wish to thank 
you very much for it, for it helps me 
to keep in contact with all the old 
Assumption boys. I know that man 
of them are over here in India wit 
the R.C.A.F. and the American 
forces, but I have no way of getting 
in contact with them. If you know 
of any of the old crowd who are 
over here now I would be glad if 
you could give me their addresses. 
My mission station is situated on the 
main line of the East India Railway, 
so is quite accessible. 

In India 10 Years 

“Tt is now ten years that I have 
been over here, and I am beginning 
to feel at home in the work. There 
are two of us stationed here, and we 
have a territory to range over which 
is about the size of Essex County. 
I am out on tour through the vil- 
lages much of the time and the 
other Father looks after the board- 
ing school for boys which we have 
here, The work is going along well, 
thank God, and our prospects never 
looked better. Last week when I 
was out I brought in a whole vil- 
age, and there are some others which 
are preparing. I think you people 
back there must be doing a lot of 
praying. Now I am scratching my 
head to find ways and means to 
support the catechists that it re- 
quires to look after all this new 
flock 


“We are not hampered much by 
the war here. For everybody gets 
enough to eat, even though it is a 
bit expensive, and there are not 
many restrictions on work here. It 
is a bit hard to get supplies from 
outside and it taxes our resource- 
fulness to supply all our wants 
locally. I have developed a statue- 
making industry there that is doing 
business on a big scale and I am 
planning on opening up another 
technical venture in the course of

Gallantry at Anzio Wins 
Him High Award 


ee ee ROBERT F. ‘BUD’ 
VICKERS, 23, son of Mr, and 
Mrs. F. W. Vickers of Toledo, Ohio, 
was awarded the Silver Star early 
in April for his gallantry. Official 
dispatches reveal that he braved 
death on the Anzio beachhead to 
rescue a wounded Fifth Army 
soldier. pe 

During an air raid, an ammunition 
truck was left in flames by incendi- 
ary bombs. The driver was blown 
from his truck and lay seriously 
burned and helpless beside his blaz- 
ing vehicle. 

Disregarding the warning that the 
ammunition would explode any mo- 
ment, Bud rescued the soldier 
through spurts of flame and flying 
shrapnel, carrying him to an am- 
bulance about 50 yards away. 

A short while after the rescue, the 
truck blew up, scattering flame and 
steel fragments. Anyone standing 
by the truck at that moment would 
have been killed instantly. 

Bud completed his sophomore 
year at the College in May, 1942, 
and was inducted in the U.S. Army 
that summer. He has been overseas 
since March, 1943, and landed on the 
Fifth Army beachhead early during 
its invasion. Previously he saw duty 
in lower Italy and in North Africa.

S OME] unforgettable characters 

College life has two phases—the 
class room and the campus.

In the class room, in the sodality, 
in the literary society, in dramatics, 
in all the activities that fill up the 
measure of student life, the present 
Monsignor played a very promin- 
ent part.

terested in a letter from Pte. 
Lewin Pratt, ’27-’33, of the Canadian 
Army, to Fr, Pickett. 

“This evening is something of a 
special one for an Old Boy of 
Assumption. Besides being the 
Feast of the Assumption of the 
Blessed Virgin, it is also the Na- 
tional Feast of the French Repub- 
lic,” he writes. 

“In my questionable capacity as 
clerk to the Sr, Chaplain (RC) of 
Army Tps Area in Normandy, I was 
witness to a scene this evening 
which is well worth recording and 
noting to anyone at good old 
Assumption. 

“The good pastor of a nearby 
town organized a procession in the 
conventional French manner, and in- 
vited the chaplains of the area and 
the men who were off duty to take 
part in it. 

“The townfolk were out en masse 
of course, attired in Sunday best, the 
Maire showed up in morning attire, 
the veterans of the 1914-18 affair 
were shiny and straight and soldier- 
ly, and sang the hymns ‘en pleine 
choeur’ and all in all the Feast, with 
the added Canadian representatives, 
went off in grand style, 

SL RE-AOWILGE, 46 65 pas where this 
took place was fairly hard hit in the 
passage of the first troops south- 
ward, and the village or I should say 
the town church was among the 
‘casualties,’ sustaining quite exten- 
sive damage.

5S ONE WHO LOOKS over the 
horizon of the ancient days, the 

silhouette of familiar figures appears 
on the skyline of the past, clear cut 
and defined.

The “justum ac tenacem propositi” 
of Horace seems a most felicitous 
passage of the ancient poet to ex- 
press the impression of him I re- 
ceived in 1888. He was a senior on 
my arrival at Assumption and stood 
out prominently in College life, 
whether in the classroom, the socie- 
ties or on the diamond. 

It was in the athletic field I could 
observe him best, for on the campus 
we were all on a common level. My 
first impression of his skill at base- 
ball was in a game with a promin- 
ent amateur team (if you might call 
the D.A.C. and the M.A.A. ama- 
teurs for one could spot a profes- 
sional among them). He played at 
second base then, though he suc- 
ceeded Eugene Cullinane later as 
catcher. It was a pleasure to see the 
earnestness and skill with which he 
played at either position. His whole 
purposeful character was displayed 
in its perfection. He played the 
game and played it well with a real 
sportsman’s zest of combat. Yes, 
the big leagues missed a splendid 
athlete in his decision to advance to 
the priesthood. Nor did his scholas- 
tic standing lag, for I recall the oc- 
casion when the examination reports 
were read prior to departure for va- 
cation and he made a clean sweep in 
all his studies, an “A” for all. What 
a rousing cheer went up from all the 
fellow-students. He had attained 
the peak—“A” for everything. 

His years of priestly functions 
have been but a continuation of the 
splendid promise of his student days. 
Long may he live to carry on the 
work of God in the dignity of his 


position, as Monsignor D. E. Malone.

N NOVEMBER 23, 1884, 
Albion, Michigan had the dis- 
tinction of being the birthplace of 
‘Ted’ Kelly but Lansing is the place 
of his youth. There he attended St. 
Mary’s School till he enrolled at 
Assumption in September, 1901. 
Father Kelly was a student at the 
College for seven years, completed 
Rhetoric in 1906 and Philosophy in 
1908 and the history of those years 
at Assumption finds his name writ- 


ten on every page and in large 
characters. 
Our beloved alumnus was a 


pioneer in journalism as the first edi- 
tor of the Review which made its 
initial appearance in 1906. He was 
an outstanding orator and debater, 
meetings of the Literary Society 
showed that. On the campus he 
shone as first baseman of his class 
team and as an outfielder with the 
Stellas. In those days the fall sport 
was soccer and Kelly was on the 
roster which engaged local rivals in 
lively contests. 

Terence Kelly began the study of 
theology at St. Paul’s Seminary, St. 
Paul, Minnesota in 1908 and was or- 
dained to the priesthood by Bishop 


_ Kelly on July 7, 1912. 


After his appointment as assistant 
pastor at Erie, Michigan for three 
years, the newly ordained priest was 
named pastor of St. Edward's 
Church, Minden, and missions. The 
territory was large for it included St. 
Joseph County, half of three other 
counties, Kalamazoo, Cass and 
Branch as well as a county in In- 
diana. Here Father Kelly labored 
for nine years. 

In 1921 he was named pastor 
of Holy Maternity. Church in Dowa- 
giac and remained there till his ap- 
pointment to Holy Trinity, Detroit, 
where he succeeded the late Dean 
Savage in 1928. In June of this year 
he became pastor of All Saints’ 
Church, Detroit, succeeding another 
well known alumnus, Father Henry 
D. Sullivan, who has retired.

Following D-Day Fr. Forster 


IEUT. REV. ‘Marty’ O'TOOLE, 
C.S.B., U.S. Army: “For many 
months I have been the recipient of 
your newsy and informative ‘Alumni 
Chatter’. Even an old Staff member 
of Assumption—it seems aeons ago 
—has received news of old students 
through your publication. It would 
do your heart good to see the condi- 
tion in which it often arrives. By 
the time it has reached me it is tat- 
tered and torn but the inner spirit 
is still there. Due to the dogged per- 
sistence of our various Postal Units 
it inevitably catches up with me after 
visiting every local spot in the 
U.S.A. and Merry. England that has 
felt the impact of my heavy foot. 


In the hopes of saving an over- 
worked Postal Service some of the 
eye-strain, here is my latest address. 


This American Army moves fast and 
sometimes its Chaplains move much 
faster. Life over here is not glamor- 
ous. I’m too old to be picking spots 
in front lines and too slow to keep 
up with the lumbering tanks, but no 
matter where one goes, he still has 
Mass and the Sacraments for our 
Catholic men. 


“Experience in a large General 
Hospital after D-Day was a never- 
to-be-forgotten one. It really 
brought solace and comfort to the 
heart of a priest. And as I read 
the sad casualty lists in the Chatter, 
[ know what those lads went 
through, but from the few Basilian- 
educated men I have met on my 
travels, I am sure they were well- 
prepared before going into battle. 


“Last year I made my annual re- 
treat at Sandwich. This year I’ve 
been forced to forego that retreat 
in such enviable surroundings. 
Father Storey’s death was to me a 
deep personal loss. We were to- 
gether at St. Mike’s for years and 
later on at Catholic Central. It is 
hard to believe I shall never see him 
again. Continued success to the 
Chatter which is doing a wonderful 
job for Assumptionites scattered all 
over the world.”

Then a few weeks later at a 
C.C.P. I was talking to one of his 
lads and learned that he had been 
taken past me on the A.D.S. in bad 
shape. Father Butler was there and 
saw him and gave him the last rites 
so I was a bit relieved but sorry to 
hear later that he had died,
